Early treatment can reduce the 
mortality rate from breast cancer 
by 30 to 40 percent.

The American Cancer Society 
recommends that baseline mam- 
mograms be performed at or 
above the age of 35. The ACS also 
suggests that women 20 to 40 years

Frank Sherman of the IEPA 
testified. . \ 

|Sherman said there is a 
possibility the federal EPA may 
further strengthen ozone pollution 
standards; the State estimates the 
vehicle tailpipe testing program 
would reduce pollution in that area 
by at least 25 percent. 

The chief sponsor of the repeal 
bill, Sen. Beverly Fawell, R-Glen 
Ellyn, argued there had only been 
four days last year in which the 
Chicago |area exceeded federal 
pollution limits. She argued the 
testing program, which will be 
funded through state gasoline tax 
revenues, is unnecessary and too 
expensive. 

She contended proceeding with 
the repeal legislation would also 
help to get the attention of officials 
in Washington to consider whether 
the program is necessary in Il- 
linois. She said she had nin 
contact with the White House on 
the issue, 

“*We should keep the pressure on 
Washington,”’ she argued. 

The [llinois Manufacturers 
Association registered in opposi- 
tion to the repeal bill. That 
organization fears njore restric- 
tive pollution control measures 
would be required of industry if 
the vehicle -testing program is 
abandoned. 


According, to the IEPA, there 
were three days in 1985 (two at 
Wood River and one at a Maryyille 
testing station) in which the ozone 
standard was exceeded in 
Madison County. 

However, the federal standard 
requires no more than one day 
over a three-year period, accor- 
ding to Terry Switzer of the IEPA. 
He said the Wood River station 
had 13 days in 1983 exceeding the 
ozone standard, as well as two in 
1984. ’ 

Sherman said the IEPA is cur- 
rently checking the new testing 
stations at two locations in 
Madison and seven of the planned 
15 stations in the Chicago area to 
be sure their equipment is 
operating properly before the first 
batch of notices is sent out to vehi- 
cle owners to come in for tests. 

He said the agency was still 
“shooting for’? a May 1 opening 
date for those facilities.

State drunk boating laws have new teeth. 





Nobody says you can’t haye a 
few beers and use your boat,|too. 
But an’ amendment to Illinois’ 
|boating law will make it costly for 
mariners who carry their drinking 
past the point of common sense. 

‘The new law, which went into ef- 
fectJan. 1, sets a .1 percent blood 
alcohol content as the intoxication 
level| for boaters — as it is for 
automobile drivers. 

‘The law also includes an implied 
consent provision, It holds that by. 
operating a boat, a person 
automatically agrees to submit to. 
intoxication or drug-use testing if 
he or she is stopped by law en- 
forcement officers who . have 
reason to belieye the operator is 
under the influence of alcohol or 
drugs. : 

Conservation police officers cur- 
rently are administering the long- 
re- 
ty and drug use, such as the walk- 
and-turn,|one-leg stand and finger- 
to-nose reflex procedures. \ 

By mid-May, however, all of the 
Conservation Department’s CPOs 
will have completed training in 
the Gaze Nystagmus test, a new 
method of ‘determining probable 
intoxication’ or drug use from a 
suspect’s eye movements,| Gaze 
Nystagmus is regarded as the best 
field test available: While they are 
in class, the officers also are being 
supdated on improved versions of 
the three older tests.

Getz, who authored the 
Operating Under the Influence 
(OUI) boating law amendment 
that was approved by the General 
Assembly last year, noted the OUI 
statute doesn’t} prohibit boaters 
from drinking.

The new law also carries these 
penalties: | 

°For a first conviction, an of- 
fender can face a fine of|up to 
$1, and/or a year in jail, plus 
the | suspension of his boat 
operating privileges for a 
minimum of one year. Repeat of- 
fenders can be hit proportionately 
harder. 

A repeat offender arrested on a 
violation resulting in a serious in- 
jury|to another person can be jail- 
ed for one: to three years, pay a 
fine set by the court, and lose boat 
operating privileges for a 
minimum of two years. 

eIn cases involving boating 
fatalities, the violator can be 
sentenced to prison for’ two to five 
years, pay|a fine set by the court, 
and lose boat operating privileges 
for two or more years. 

All watercraft, not just power- 
boats, are covered by the new 
regulations. 

The Conservation Department’s 
reluctance to reinstitute the Pro- 


hibition Era for boaters doesn’t 
signify its advocacy of drinking 
and boating, Getz said. 

“Boaters always are better off if 
they do not try to combine drink- 
ing and boat use. 

“The National Transportation 
Safety Board, the U.S. Coast 
Guard jand state boating officials 
report that at least half of boating 
accidents and fatalities are 
alcohol-related,”’ Getz said. 

Operating a boat probably has a 
lot more variables. involved than 
driving a car, he added. There are 
no centerlinés or lanes to follow. 
There also is a greater amount of; 
glare to contend with, little protec- 
tion from the sun, and much more 
fatiguing noise, vibration, mation 
and wind. Boaters usually spend 
longer periods in the boat than 
drivers do in a car, he noted. 

“When you add alcohol to these 
stresses, you reduce the 
operato} reaction and observa- 
tion ‘abilities and produce an im- 
paired boater who is all the more 
dangerous,”’ Getz said. 


“If you see a boater who ap- 
pears to be under the influence of 
alcohol or drugs, report him pro-

“(As with any law. enforcement

The House of Representatives 
“was urged last week to allow II- 
linois voters to decide if judges 
should have greater authori 
denying bail to accused felon: 
pose a threat to the community. 

“Current law in Illinois needs to 
be changed. As it stands now, 
judges can only consider if the ac~ 
cused will appear at trial in deter- 
mining bail 

“The courts, as those who have 
joined me in this effort would 
agree, must be allowed more 
discretion in granting bail,” said 
Gov. James R. Thompson. 

“But to give the criminal justice 
system greater authority, new law 
is needed. The Iinois Constitution 
will have to be amended, and that 
legal route has led to the House. I 
urge the House Judiciary II Com- 
mittee to approve Senate Joint 
Resolution (SJR) 2 r 

Under present law, the court can 
consider the danger to the com} 
munity or the protection of society 
in-determining whether to allow 
release on bail — but only in cases 
in which the.crime charged may 
result in either life imprisonment 
or capital punishment. 

The proposed amendment to the 
Illinois Constitution weuld give the 


court the legal ability to hear , 


evidence that the offender ‘‘would 
pose a real and present threat to 
the physical safety of any person.” 

SJR 22 must be approved by a 
three-fifths ‘yote in the House by 
May 3 in order for it to be placed 
on the ballot in November. The 
Senate approved it Oct. 31, 1985, by 
a vote of 46-6. 

To help convince the House of 
the need for the amendment, 
Thompson said he has formed the 
Citizens Against Dangerous 
Defendants Coalition, a criminal 
justice group that joined him in 
calling for House approval. 

Thompson, in seeking to il- 
lustrate the need for the amend- 
ment, pointed to the case of con- 
victed murderer Alton Coleman as 
an example of how, if the courts 
had wider authority to. deny. bail 
release, society could be 
protected. 

Colemen, the governor said, was 
indicted on March 9, 1984, for tak- 
ing indecent liberties with a éhild. 
Bond was set at $200,000 but was 
reduced later that month to $20,000 
and Coleman made bail. 

At the fime, the state cpuld only 
argue that the likelihood /|Coleman 
would flee was great, based on 
previous convictions for battery, 
robbery and indecent liber 

On May 29, one day before his 
next scheduled court appearance, 
Coleman abducted 9-year-old Ver- 
nita Wheat in Evanston and, with 
his girlfriend, Dera Brown, began 
a two-month, six-state crime 
spree that left x dead and 
several others with serious in. 
juries that were the result of 
felonies Coleman and Brown are 
accused of committing 

“If- the bail’ amendment had 
been in place two years ago, 
perhaps Coleman could have been 
kept behind bars. His case is a 
vivid example of the type of per 
son who. should be denied bail 
release, who should be Kept off the 
streets because he is a threat to 
society,’ said Thompson
